thing, more than a literacy test is necessary to this end. -.- 


The.question.is one on-whiclvhonest men of the'best inlen- 


tiohS'inay and do difl'er, but the average man-will hardly re- 
gard it as large enough for a national campaign issue. In 
presidential elections there are usually weightier matters be- 
fore (he people. For many years the tariff has-been one of 
these and without doubt 
;it will loom large in the contest of 


1916. 
The correspondent predicts that within a few months 


the fight on the literacy test will begin'in the Senate, and that 
even if the question is djsposed of before the next election it 
will have an important bearing on fhe result. It is conceded 
on all sides that President Wilson will be a candidate for re- 
election. He is opposed to the literacy test, as lie has made 
plain, and it is practically certain that he will veto any immi- 
gration bill containing siicji a test. It is predicted that should 
he do this his renomination would be opposed by a considera- 
ble element in his own party, while, on the other hand, if he 
should sign the bill he would offend an element that is strong- 
ly opposed to it. 
If this 'prediction,'is correct the president is 


certainly in a position to follow the dictates of his own con- 
science and judgment, and it is safe to say that he will do this. 


And it is what he should do.' The question should be set- 


tled on its merits and not as a sop io the labor unions, the 
farmers, the manufacturers or any other class. The daily 
records of crime make'it clear that'.good citizenship is not 
gauged by education or the lack.'of it. The immigrants that 
this country wants are men 
!aiid women of sound bodies, good 


character and industrious habits, qualifications that cannot be 
determined by a literacy test!'...';It te, therefore safe to assume 
that this question will hardly riSe'lci'the dignity of a great issue 
in the next presidential campaign.
